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REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

Claims 1-29 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C § 102(e) as being anticipated by US- 
Patent Application Publication No. 2002/0081559 to Brown et al ("Brown"). Applicant 
respectfully traverses on the ground that Brown does not disclose every element of Applicants 
claims. 

Brown 

Brawn discloses a content delivery system using a memory card. A memory card 122 is 
encoded with an identification code and the location of a file server 1 12 fl| [0015]). The memory 
card 122 is inserted into a card reader 126, which reads the information and sends it to the file 
server 1 12 identified by the card 122 fl[ [0029]). The file server 1 12 locates content 
corresponding to the identification code, retrieves it from the database 148, and sends it to a 
multimedia processor 124 and display 128 for showing to the user fl[ [0029]). 

In light of this, three points should be noted: 

1 . The memory card 122 is a standard memory card such as a credit card, that uses a 
magnetic information strip flf [0015]). En particular, the memory card 122 does not use a content 
addressable memory. 

2. The memory card 122 of Brown is merely a storage device that cannot process 
information by itself. 

3. Brown discloses a memory card 122 that only contains stored information, and 
not instructions. 
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Claim 1 

As noted in the first point above, Brown discloses a memory card 122 that is a standard 
memory card such as a credit card fl[ [0015]). Nowhere does Brown disclose, or even suggest, a 
card having a content addressable memory. As claim 1 recites a content addressable memory, it 
is patentable for at least this reason. 

Claims 10, 22, and 29 

As noted in the second point above, the memory cards 122 of Brown merely store 
information like identification and assignment information- Any processing of that information 
is done by the file server 1 12 fl( [0029]), multimedia processor 124 flj [0044]), or remote 
interface 1 14 (If [0048]). The memory card of Brown does not process this data in any way - it 
merely stores it Accordingly, Brown does not disclose every element of claim 10, which recites 
comparing data u in a memory card wallet . . (emphasis added). Similarly, Brown does not 
disclose every element of claim 22, which recites that 4 t the memory card wallet determines that 
there is a match between the received identifier and apre-determined identifier , , " (emphasis 
added). Likewise, Brown does not disclose every element of claim 29, which recites that ' the 
memory card wallet determines that there is match between the first user-selected identifier and 
a stored entry . . ." (emphasis added). 

Claim 28 

As noted in the third point above, the memory card 122 of Brown only stores data such as 

identification and assignment information fl[ [0029]). Nowhere does Brown disclose, or even 

suggest, memory cards 122 that also store instructions. In fact, as the processing of the stored 

information is performed by other components besides the memory card 122, the instructions for 

processing that information must lie elsewhere. Accordingly, Brown does not disclose every 
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element of claim 28 as amended, which recites a memory card that stores instructions for 
determining . . and "instructions for providing . , . 



The Dependent Claims 

The remaining claims depend from one of claims 1, 10, 22, 28, or 29, and are thus 
patentable for at least the same reasons as above. 
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CONCLUSION
